According’ to tlio 
Asai, avery pipe of the new Tokyo water 
works system had’ to: bo examined and 
passed updi by the engivcers.of tha Tokyo 
Manicipality. The pipes have to stand's 
considerable pressure and thoreforo the 
Jeast flaw would bar“the acceptance of one 
ofthom. Therefore, when a pipe was re- 
jected the examining oflicisls knocked off 
the charactor signifying * Hast’ which wad 
cast in relief on each langth as the mark of 
the city of Tokyo, 

A former foreman of tha concern, ‘one 
Morita Mateusbicbi, reveuled to the ‘au- 
thorities tho fact that the company ured to 
patch up anew ‘East’ on every rojooted 
‘pipo and also tinkor up the numbers which 
‘wero stamped.on each length 50'a8 to alter 
the figares on rejocted longtha to those on 
accepted ones, and then get good pipes also 
altered and passed all over again. . Hie in- 
formation was doubted for a long time, bot 
‘eventually Governor Miura of Tokyo sent 
Mr. Unikawa, Chairman of tho Water- 
Works committeo, and o few engiseers, to 
examino the pipes, and the resalt of their 
investigation waa the arrest of the presidcot 
and other officials and ‘employees of the 
Qompany.  Sineo the arrests on the Sist 
ult., some 2% pipes have. been examined, 
and ont of that number 50° were fonnd to 


be practically wofthjess, their anmbers and. 


marks having been renewed. ; Further ¢x- 
amination is being made, and it ia believed 
that all the pipes already laid will eventually 
havo to be taken op.
